This  figure  rep- 
resents the  lowest  total  coinage  of  any  regularly  issued  United  States  coin. 
The  survival  rate  is  difficult  to  calculate  but  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  relatively 
few  are  extant  today. 

This  exceptional  group  of  Three  Dollar  Gold  is  one  of  the  best  we  have 
ever  handled.  There  are  more  superb  Uncirculated  coins  in  the  Clarke  Collec- 
tion than  in  any  group  we've  offered  in  decades.

1962,  described  as  follows:  "This  is  the  rarest  silver  coin  of  the 
New  Orleans  mint.  Also  this  is  the  only  specimen  available  at 
this  time.  The  other  known  piece  is  in  the  Eliasberg  collection 
which  was  purchased  by  us  for  his  account  at  the  Menjou  Sale 
in  1950.  The  coin  we  are  now  offering  is  the  famous  Dupont- 
Empire  specimen. 

"In  the  year  1853  the  par  value  of  silver  surpassed  that  of  gold. 
Silver  was  purchased  at  a premium  and  exported  at  a profit. 
Finding  that  the  country  was  rapidly  becoming  drained  of  its 
silver  coin  and  bullion,  the  government  while  retaining  the  old 
weight  for  standard  dollars,  reduced  the  weight  of  all  its  minor 
silver  coinage.  The  half  dollar  was  reduced  from  20614  grains 
.900  fine  to  192  grains  .900  fine,  in  conformity  with  the  Act  of 
February  21,  1853.  The  government  indicated  the  change  by 
putting  an  arrowhead  before  and  after  the  date.  This  specimen 
weighs  199.6  grains.  The  difference  from  206  grains,  the  earliest 
standard  weight,  to  199.6  is  easily  accounted  for  by  the  ad- 
vanced state  of  wear.  This  weight  factor  conclusively  proves  the 
genuineness  of  this  coin. 

"This  specimen,  which  is  in  Fine  condition,  realized  $3,000.00 
at  the  Dupont  sale  in  1954.  In  1957  at  the  Empire  sale,  this  coin 
brought  $5,000.00.  Far  rarer  than  the  1804  Dollar  and  the  1894'S'
